The Covenant of the League of 
Nations took cognizance of these dan­ 
gers and provided safeguards against 
most of them. If we go into an organi­ 
zation of nations unsafely guarded 
either by the present Covenant or by 
one closely similar to it, we shall be 
exposed to much greater dangers than 
any that the Paris League would have 
involved.

OUR DIVIDED FLEET. 
The gradual strengthening of the 
Pacific fleet is an interesting pheno­ 
menon. It is being done quietly, as is 
eminently proper, though no effort is 
being made to keep it secret and the 
matter is being discussed from time 
to time in the press, although for a 
while it seems to have escaped public 
attention. The new dreadnaughts, as 
they go into commission, are being 
sent to the Pacific, and the destroyer 
force there is being, or is soon to be, 
augmented by the transfer of many 
destroyer units from the Atlantic to 
the Pacific. 
Meanwhile, in view of these devel­ 
opments, it is interesting to inquire 
what has become of the crusade that 
was being waged so fiercely a short 
time ago against the policy of main­ 
taining separate fleets instead of unit­ 
ing all the main elements of the navy 
into one body. It was Secretary Dan­ 
iels who divided the fleet, sending 
approximately one-half of it into the 
Pacific and keeping the other half in 
the Atlantic; and this policy of his 
drove some of the republican news­ 
papers almost crazy with rage and 
was denounced by them as the worst 
sort of criminal folly. 
They never 
made it clear whether they thought 
the whole fleet should be concentrated 
in the Pacific, leaving the Atlantic 
coast unprotected, or vice-versa, al­ 
though, since most of the complaints 
came from the East, it seems reason­ 
able to assume that they wanted the 
whole fleet kept in the Atlantic. 
At 
any rate, it was proclaimed by these 
newspapers over and over again that 
as soon as Mr. Daniels went out of 
office and a republican succeeded him 
as secretary of the navy the divided 
fleet 
would 
be 
brought 
together 
again; and presumably the expecta­ 
tion was that they would be brought 
in the Atlantic. 
Nothing of the sort has happened. 
Secretary Denby has continued Mr. 
Daniels’ policy*. Indeed, instead of re­ 
uniting the fleet in the Atlantic, he 
is sending additional ships to the Pa­ 
cific, though at the same time keep­ 
ing a large and formidable force on 
the eastern seaboard. Yet the critics 
who howled against Daniels are not 
saying a word against Denby, and the 
“divided fleet’’ bogey seems to have 
been forgotten. 
Well, politics is pol­ 
itics, and that’s all there is to it. 1
